Wrangling, confusion, captious objec¬ 
tions. personalities and language bor¬ 
dering on vituperation marked th* flrst 
day s discussion of the Payne tarlft blU 
for amendment In the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives yesterday.

That State courts. Instead of Federal 
tribunals, should first be appealed to 
in tasting laws passed by State Legis¬ 
latures was the opinion of a majority 
of Justices of the United States Cir¬ 
cuit Court of Appeals yesterday when 
a decision was handed down, which 
dissolved the injunction of the United 
States Court of Alabama, restraining 
the Alabama Railroad Commission 
from putting into effect certain pas¬ 
senger and freight rdtes in that State.

Roosevelt Cc f ally Greeted 
by Ital f King.

Crowds Cheer As Ex-Presi¬ 
dent Leaves City. 


FINE TRIP DOWN THE COAST. 


Proposals were opened yesterday at 
the War Department for restoring the 
name Of Jefferson Davis to the stone 
tablet on Cabin John's bridge, from 
which It was expunged at tht> begin¬ 
ning of the Civil War.

King Emmanuel of Italy ahd Theo¬ 
dore Roosevelt met yesterday afternoon 
on board the Italian battleship Re Um¬ 
berto In Messina harbor. After the 
meeting Mr. Roosevelt went ashore and 
visited the ruins of the city. He was 
welcomed enthusiastically by the peo¬ 
ple and on his departure was wildly 
gheered.

Messina, April I.—Theodore Roosevelt 
ami King Victor Emmanuel met to-day. 
on the Italian! battleship Re Umberto in 
Messina harbor. The meeting was char¬ 
acterised by the utmost cordiality and 
the king took occasion to express the 
gratitude of himself and the Italian peo¬ 
ple for the generous assistance of the 
American people to the earthquake suf¬ 
ferers. At the close of the interview Mr. 
Roosevelt went ashore and Inspected the 
ruins of the city, the desolation of which 
moved him strongly. He then boarded 
the steamer Admiral which, just as sun¬ 
set. hoisted her anchors and proceeded 
on her way to Mombasa. 

The Admiral arrived at Messina about 
2 o'clock in the afternoon and was saluted 
by the Re Umberto with the king on 
board, which reached here In the morn¬ 
ing. AJomls {mediately Capt Pfelster, 
the forrfler Italian military attache at 
Washington and now aide to Admiral 
Mlrabello, was taken to the Admiral in 
a launch, and Inquired for Mr. Roose¬ 
velt. To him. he said, the ktng sent his 
compliments, and would have great pleas¬ 
ure In receiving tho former President of 
the United Stales. Mr. Roosevelt's face 
lit up with a pleased smile, and accom¬ 
panied by bis son, Kermlt, and Ambassa¬ 
dor Grisconi. he proceeded at once to the 
battleship. 

• • • 

Xing’s Cordial Greeting. 

Tba king met tha party at the head of 
the gangway and he greeted the ex-Pres¬ 
ident effusively, shaking him warmly by 
the band. He dpi not wish, he said, to 
allow the opportunity to pass of making 
the personal acquaintance of so distin¬ 
guished a man. Above all, he wanted 
personally to thank the ex-Preeldent for 
the help extended by America at the 
time of the earthquake. “You are now 
able,** he added, ’ to understand better 
what a terrible disaster It was." 

Mr. Roosevelt replied, thanking the 
sovereign for the compliment paid him in 
inviting him to come abroad the He 
Umberto. He said that the American 
people did not wish thank* for what they 
had done, as they had merely tried to 
do their duty, and knew no better way 
to confront the Immense need than by 
their work and contributions.

The prefect 
who was wounded In the wreck of ht# 
own home, told of having his son burled 
for many hour* und«-r the ruins. He be¬ 
lieved that his son was dead, but event- 
.ually h«* wur rescued Such moment*. Mr 
Roosevelt said, must age a man by fifty 
year* 

About 11 o'clock the Admiral passed 
close to the 1.1 purl Islands, the volcano 
Stromboll. which the ancients regarded 
as the scat of Aeolus, the god of the 
winds, standing up hugely against the 
blue of ths sky. From the cone of the vol¬ 
cano. more than S.OM feet high, a Column 
*>f smoke rose majestically and was swept 
far sway in fleecy clouds The villng* of 
Stromboli. all white, like a Moorish town, 
lay low down by the set.

At Messina Harbor. 

At luncheon, which was hastily disposed 
of, the former President had before him 
the vase of cur-nations sent by the Ger¬ 
man Emperor. There was little ceremony 
over this meal and soon all rushed on 
deck again, so that they might not lose 
the view at the entrance of Messina har¬ 
bor. All that ro« left of the population 
of that once busy city gathered early near 
the landing place to witness the arrival 
of the distinguished party. As the Ad¬ 
miral approached, the shore the former 
President made exartlv tho seme remark 
as hundreds of others who have visited 
ibf ruin# *nd observed them from afnr: 

'There Is more standing than 1 ex¬ 
pected.’* 

When, however, he saw behind those 
shells of what once were the walls of 
splendid palaces he was perfectly aghast 
saying that It was Imposrlble to form 
any idea of the completeness of the dis¬ 
aster without ocular demonstration.

Tha conversation then turned to the 
hunting trip to Africa, the king saying 
that his tastes also ran id that direction.

American Ambassador. At tho suggestion 
of the king. Mr. Roosevelt snapped a pic¬ 
ture of his majesty. Admiral Mlrabello. 
Kermlt and Ambassador Gri scorn amid 
mtlt h laughter. 

Before leaving, the Ktng saluted Mr. 
Kdnsevelt, wishing him a happy and suc¬ 
cessful trip and much good luck In the 
way of hunting. He naked Mr. Roosevelt 
to promise that he would visit Rome «*n 
his return, when the Queen would be 
pleased to make his acquaintance. Tit** 
King then took Ills departure, not wishing 
to accompany the party over the ruins. 

I • • • 

Inspection of Ruins. 

Mr. Roosevelt w-as charmed with the 
courtesy of the King and declared that 
it was the most Interesting half hour lit 
had spent since he left the Fritted State*. 
The Inspei Hon of the ruins then began, 
the party Including Mr. Roosevelt and 
Kermlt. Ambassador Griscom. Lieut. 
Commander Belknap. Earl !V»dge. Wtn- 
throp Chandler. Lieut .Allen Buchanan 
and Ensign J. W. Wilcox, of the United 
State# gunboat Scorpion; Surgeon Done!- 
son and Ensign R. W. Bpoffdrd, of the 
United State* ship Celtic, and John Eliot, 
an artist son-in-law of Mr*. Julia Ward 
Howe. In the American quarter, Mr. 
Roosevelt congratulated the American 
workers on the speed with which they had 
construc ted the hut*. , He shook hands 
with the men from the American Navy, 
who are directing the work, leaving them 
highly delighted at the chance which 
brought them before the former President 

Considerable trouble was experienced in 
making their way through the city and 
rain, which soon began to fall, ndded 
greatly to the difficulties of the Journey, 
as the mud was very doep. In the hut 
where the American workers made their 
headquarters, a glass of w ine wa* offered 
to Mr. Roosevelt, who. raising the gins*, 
said: 

I drink lo all the men.* of w-hatever na¬ 
tionality. who have worked and are work¬ 
ing to relieve what befell the Blcillan peo¬ 
ple." 

The people of Italy he added would have 
energy enough to rebuild Messtna. but It 
was work for Titan*.

SIX HOURS FOR SPEECHES. 


Owonaboro. Ky.. April 6.—[Special. ] 
By u>-niom>w night the fate of Jama* 
li. Parrish, former president of the de¬ 
funct Owensboro Savings Bank and 
Trust Company, will be in tbe hands of 
twelve cltisens of Hancock county. They 
will be called upon to decide whether or 
not the defendant knew his bank to be 
Insolvent on April 20. 1^03. If found 
guilty tbe Jury may fix his punishment 
at from one to teu years In the peni¬ 
tentiary. The testimony Is completed, the 
Jury ho* been Instructed and two argu¬ 
ments made in this noted bank w recking 
case.

As To Character. 


8an Francisco. April (Special ]-The 
trial of Eugene Gardner, the young Ken¬ 
tuckian charged with the murder of a 
negro named Cardoxa on the whaling ship 
Bow-head last August, resulted to-day in 
a disagreement of the Jury. Eight Juror* 
were for acpulttal. while the other* stood 
firm for manslaughter. The question of 
murder was completely eliminated. 

Judge Van Fleet endeavored to get the 
Jurors to reconsider their decision, but 
all remained obdurate, and were dis¬ 
missed by tbe court The bench an¬ 
nounced that the new* trial would pro¬ 
ceed ut once, and the witnesses in the 
case were subpoenaed to appear In court 
to-morrow morning, and the retrial will 
be rushed through with all possible speed. 

Attorneys \V. A. Young, of Morchead. 
who? with Attorney H. R Prewitt, were 
associated with the defense, and made a 
special trip from Kentucky for that pur¬ 
pose. may be obliged to return to-nigm. 
but the case will be left in the hands of 
Attorney Parker Maddux. Jr., of San 
Francisco. 

Gardner, who Is a handsome youth, took 
the matter coolly, and betrayed no per¬ 
turbation during the suspense. The ac¬ 
tion of the Jury Is generally believed here 
to be the result of t'nited States Attorney 
Devlin** closing argument lo the Jury, 
wherein he cautioned the Jurors to refrain 
from being Influenced by the eloquence 
and attraction of Attorney Youngs ad¬ 
dress for U4# deffcnsv He.paid a glowing 
tribute to the Kentucky ifxtorney’s power 
of speech and portrays! of *vl«!en« *• for 
the defense, and Hinted that both might• 
strongly tend to divert even a hard-head¬ 
ed Jury from a proper sense of Justice In 
bringing In a verdict 

Devlin presented a strong argument for 
the prosecution, and used his long study 
of the case to advantage. In this, he has 
the advantage of the defence, which en¬ 
tered the trial without facilities to probe 
so deeply into the adverse side In spite 
of the disagreement of the Jury. It Is gen¬ 
erally believed here that Gardner will be 
a« quitted, fcnd Attorney Young** defense 
of Gardner has transformed prejudice to 
sympathy. 


A number of witnesses were Introduced 
at the morning session of court at 
Hawcsvtlie. but their testimony was not 
of an important nsture, several uweoa- 
boro and Hancock county citizen* testi¬ 
fying to the previous good standing of 
Parrish In the community. At the cloee 
of the testimony Judge Kelley instructed 
the Jury* as follows.

Atlanta. Ga., April *—Charged with at¬ 
tempting to blackmail Aoa G. L Oandltyr. 
president of tl»e Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce, bunker and Atlanta’s wealth¬ 
iest tdttxen, out of t3.j.0J0 by a “black- 
hand method. Danlet W. Johnson. Jr.. 18

Presumption of Innocence. 

“Fifth, the Jury are further Instructed 
that the defendant I* presumed to be tn- 
nocent. and this presumption of hts Inno¬ 
cence entitles him to an acquittal lit their 
hands unless his guilt has been proven 
from the evidence beyond a reasonable 
doubt."

IF THE COURTS SHOULD FAIL 


SL Louis. Aorll 6.-John O. Milburn, of 
New York, the Standard Oil Company's 
chief counee! of record, late thta after¬ 
noon commenced' the presentation of the 
defendant's side of the case in the Gov¬ 
ernment’s suit to dissolve the Standard 
Oil Company of New Jersey for allaged 
violations of th# Sherman act. now be¬ 
fore the United States Circuit Court of 
this city. Although Mr Milburn oddreeded 
the court but forty minutes he found time 
In that brief period to tell much of the 
early history of the Standard Oil corpora¬ 
tion from the viewpoint of the defense. 
The two prlnctpsl points mode up to ths 
closing hour by Mr. Milburn were that 
the giant corporation had done much for 
American lnauziriez and commerce, and 
that the oil business of the early days 
wub of a “nondescript type." 

••Wherever." said he. impressively by 
way of commencement, “has trod the foot 
of civilized man. wherever the hoof of 
the camel has made its imprint upon the 
sands of the desert, or wherever an arti¬ 
ficial light is burned, and wherever files 
the flag of any nation—there will be found 
the product of Standard OH—the product 
of America and Americana." 

The Federal attorney, Mr. Kellogg, con¬ 
cluded his opening address for the Gov¬ 
ernment shortly after n<*'h. and then C. 
B. Morrison, formerly Unttafi State* At¬ 
torney in Chicago, and Mr. Kellogg's 
chief associate, finished the Government’s 
opening of tho argument by a two hours' 
discussion of the alleged unfair competi¬ 
tion. scoring the Standard heavily for It# 
alleged secret gathering of reports show 
ing the business of competitors and charg 
ing It further with maintaining a secret 
spy system. Among other independents 
mentioned as having been "spied upon” 
by Mr Morrison eras the firm of Hlsgen 
Bros., of Albany, N. Y.. the senior mem¬ 
ber of which, T. L. Hlsgen, was the In¬ 
dependence League candidate for the 
presidency. 

In Mr Kellogg's closing remark* he de¬ 
clared: “If these monopolies are permitted 
to exist unchecked your children and mine 
will be mere employes of corporations and 
all further Initiative of enterprise will 
cease. The defense probably will declare 
that It cannot be checked because of ex¬ 
isting conditions and its prominence in 
the economics of the country, but history 
has shown that when unchecked by court 
or legislation, monopolies have been stop¬ 
ped by revolution.” 

The Government’s lawyer offered to sub¬ 
mit for the court's approval a form of or- 
der whereby the accused company might 
be full y enjoined fro m further violations.

A Pitiful Spectacle. 


Mr. Roosevelt and his party penetrated 
into the Interior of tho town, now a desert 
waste, practically composed of a gigantic 
rubbish heap, from twenty to thirty foot 
In height. Ur cat bloc** of stone and an¬ 
cient columns lay scattered among the 
rubbish, where dangerous v. alls huvTbeun 
pulled down. Tho Hue of tho Streets was 
1 reserved only by tracks worn by the 
i.’ivlIUp survivors, Uh» soldiers and tho 
police, extremely narrow, and in some 
places difficult to negotiate. No true or 
green tfejag tnet the eyo. and there was 
scarcely s person to be seen, so terrible 
and vast Was the desolation. It seemed 
Importable that anyone should live In such 
a wilderness of ruins. 

The former President was strangely 
moved by the pitiful spectacle or a city 
destroyed, and on the way bark to the 
sea front lie spoke most sympathetically 
of the suffcrlngM of the Sicilians end or 
the mysterious influence that held them 
to their devested country. Arrlvtd again 
in the populated quarters, it seemed 
, though the people wore not so unhappy 
after all. They showed a certain »<<rvne 
contentment, and every where greeted Mr 
Roosevelt with great enthusiasm. The 
o'Wno about the harbor front was charac¬ 
teristic The handsome Sicilian women, 
with their beautiful, half-nuked children, 
appeared. In their bright color *. as 
though in pictures painted by Murillo or 
some other of the noted artist*, while tho 
men of the Arab type were Just a* attrno¬ 
tice in their own way. But in another 
S< nae the spectacle was most touching, for 
hero was a people, suddenly overwhelmed, 
now struggling for existence, but refusing 
to leave the land from sheer love of home.

Followed By Crowds. 

The crowds followed the American par¬ 
ty wherever it went, cheering frequently 
and shouting "‘Viva America; Viva Ron,- 
veiL" Mr. Know volt was visibly touched 
and lifted his hot repeatedly, stopping 
sometimes to shake hands with the chil¬ 
dren.

Later Mr. Roosevelt discussed tbs plans 
of bis expedition with F. C. Selous, noted 
English hunter, who expressed his r -gr t 
that hs could not accompany the former 
President beyond Nairobi, ns he had 
promised. 

Among the passengers on the Admiral 
are ti. R- Love, the now American Vice 
Consul at Abyssinia. Mrs. W. G. Ed¬ 
wards, wife of the commissioner of police 
of East Africa; MaJ. H. Cartwright, the 
new chief of polhv* of Zanzibar, and 
Prince von Hauptmann, of Berlin. 

During the course of a conversation to¬ 
day, Mr. Roosevelt made some references 
to a letter which he hud written to Sir 
Harry H. Johnston, the British traveler 
and scientist, who has made a study of 
the negro and the problems of that rac© 
In the later Mr. Roosevelt had Invited 
Htr Harry to go to Hmytl so that he 
might see the differences between the ne¬ 
gro in America and the negro in Africa. 
The United Htates at that time had a 
ntgro os its representative at llayt! The 
letter, he said, however, was Intended to 
be private but Instead. It was published 


Prior to leaving Messina, the ex-Presi¬ 
dent sent tclegiom* to lbs Mayor of 
Naples and the Mayor of Rome To the 
former, after thanking him for the court¬ 
esy which he had received in that city, 
he said: 

"At Messinu X realized more keenly 
than before the dreadful nature of the 
disaster which all the clvllixod world has 
mourned." 

To Mayor Nathan, of Rome, he sent the 
following message: 

‘‘Accept my heary thanks for your very 
kind greeting*. Through you I thank 
the people of Rome. X wish again to ©x- 
pn*ss the profound sorrow and sympathy 
of the American people for their Italian 
brothers In the overwhelming disaster 
which befell them." 


PARIS PAPERS CRITICISE. 

Roosevelt Talks of Himself and Is 
Disposed To Preach. 

Paris, April 6.—The French press is 
displaying great interest and curiosity 
In Theodore Roosevelt. "When the 
Caesar o? modern democracy goes hunt¬ 
ing. Europe. Asia. Africa and America 
allmb to their windows and watch the 
caravan of publicity pa**," is the way 
one of tne papeis describes Mr. Roose¬ 
velt's Journey to East Africa. 

A majority of the French correspond¬ 
ents asm to Naples to chronicle their 
impression of Mr. Roosevelt, say tho 
former President of the United BtStes Is 
absorbed In himself. They describe hU 
cabin as filled with his books and lit¬ 
tered with photographs of himself and 
the members of hlw family. They say 
the only object not relating to Mr. Roose¬ 
velt himself in his cabin was a photo¬ 
graph of Emperor William, hearing the 
Imperial signature In green ink. 

Mr Roosevelt talked freely, but prin¬ 
cipally about himself and his work, the 
correspondents say, and ho manifested 
a dls|K)sitiot) to "preach." In his con¬ 
versation lie touched upon his Knicker¬ 
bocker ancestry and his experiences am 
a ranchman In the Far West. Turning 
to politics he said he had been elected 
to the Presidency as a representative of 
hondaty agufhst the power or gqld. 

X have always man tallied that pro¬ 
bity in private life is indispensable to 
public life*" Mr. Rose veil Is quoted as 
laying. "I have fought the oil kings and 
tho steel ernpaiurg; they tried to break 
my back, but idy back 1* still intact 
The truth Is they showed less resistance 
than X expected. The feudal barons of 
modern finance have less energy* than tho 
feudal lords of ancient Europe." 

Continuing Mr. Roosevelt referred to 
his pride in tne American navy and array- 

"By preparing for war." the former 
President in quoted as having said, “X 
was able to calm the Impetuosity of 
young America against Japan. 

Mr. Roosevelt Is quoted further as hav¬ 
ing said that tho President of the United 
states wax more powerful than any con¬ 
stitutional monarch of Europe. Ha point¬ 
ed out. Die French correspondents aver, 
that he possessed the power of veto; that 
he appointed the entire diplomatic corps 
aruT the high governmental functionaries 
and that lie was a maker of treaties with 
only the consent of th<*M» lie character¬ 
ized as the "national regulators." 

He said that for two years while Pres¬ 
ident he spent his time In fighting the 
trusts and that he rejoiced he had left 
behind an America where the only king 
will bo the State. "The machinery of 
State will now roll on w ithout ine." Mr. 
Roosevelt U quoted as saying, "but with 
the impetus I have given. Mr Taft, my 
good successor, will build the Panama 
canal, continue to Increase the artny and 
navy and check the trusts if they again 
became too Obstreperous." 

Mr. Roosevelt paid a high trihut* to 
Journalism- He kald he would have ac¬ 
complished nothing, when he entered poli¬ 
tics. without the press. As a Journalist 
himself he had rough! the Utopias of 
roUtol and the excesses of the revolu¬ 
tionary propaganda. 

"Newspapers and books are Instru¬ 
ments of action for me, Mr. Roosevelt 
declared. "Journalism should not be con¬ 
tent to *ell what the public want* to buy- 
#!t should raise and not lower the public 
taste." 

One of the French correspondents con¬ 
cludes his story of Mr. Roosevelt s visit 
to Naples with these words: 

"Mr. Roosevelt is Impatient to reach 
the hunting grounds. He says no w*ords 
of Naples or of the art treasures to be 
seen there. He understands nothing of 
these gateways to an ancient civilisation 
of these eternal constellations in the skv 
2i'w! l4 ??5 r ‘ 4l E,n *^ro r W illiam displayed 
nobler breeding when lie asked tp be left 
alone befote a marble bust affirming the 
eternity of beauty.

ENEMIES JOIN FORCES. 

Anti-Saloon League and Brewers 
Fighting the Evil Saloon. 

Cincinnati, April f.—This city la now to 
witness the unusual coalition of brewers 
and the Antl-Haloon Leaguo und the Mun- 
ntctpa! Reform League »n a united effort 
to put the bud saloonkeeper out of busi¬ 
ness. 

Through the efforts of the Ohio Brew¬ 
ers* Association, the State Legislature 
passed the Dean "character" law. under 
which the saloonkeeper must swear to a 
number of interrogatories as to whetfter 
ho has violated the Sunday-closing law. 
or allowed minors to enter his saloon, und 
so on. 

If ths saloonkeeper answers "no" to 
all the Interrogatories, nut R Is found he 
has not given a correct answer to u single 
one, his license is to be revoked, and It 
la otherwise stringent. 

The Dean law* also says that only Ameri¬ 
can citizen* can run a saloon. A large 
number of foreigners run saloons in this 
city, but the FeUerul Court will not bear 
naturalisation cases until September, 
while the Dean law went Into effect April 
1. The point as to when the law will be 
applied to the foreigner who runs a saloon, 
on the score of his naturalization, has not 
yet been settled. 

The brewers declare they will old the re¬ 
formers In on effort to put the bad saloon¬ 
keeper out of business. A brewing com¬ 
pany at Hamilton announces that It will 
not sell beer to a saloonkeeper wno 
keeps hfs saloon open on Burnley. Another 
brewer In Hamilton recently mads the 
rounds of his customers in that town, and 
besought them to strictly observe tho 
Bumlay-closlng law. 

Agents of tho Municipal Reform League 
have already begun to collect Information 
and tho proof of Infractions of the law 
will be filed before June !, when the next 
Alkon saloon tax payment is due.

197 of the bill, except finished lumbar, was 
lost on division lot to 173. party align¬ 
ments being badly broken. A vote by 
taller* on his demand also resulted In 
being lost 170 to 178. 

A motion by Mr. dark, of Missouri, to 
strike out all of paragraph 197 of the 
lunfber schedule also was defeated. 118 to 
187. Further amendments by Mr. Taw¬ 
ney. adding to the free list the lumber 
described In paragraph 198. were likewise 
kwt 

The amendment to the lumber schedule 
of the Payne tariff bill which was of¬ 
fered by Mr Fordney and adopted to-day 
by the House strikes out the proviso In 
paragraph 197 of the Payne bill. The 
paragraph fixes the duty on sawed lumber 
at $1 ner 1.000 feet and also fixes the duty 
on other classes of lumber. 

The proviso requires that the maxi¬ 
mum rates provided for hi Sections 3 and 
4 of the bill shall be imposed upon lumber 
coming from anv country which fixe* an 
export duty on lumber shipped to the 
United States or which In any other way 
discriminates against or restricts the ex¬ 
portation of Inmlxu- or other forest prod¬ 
ucts to this country. 

The paragraph was directed especially 
against Canada, and In case of discrim¬ 
ination would have hod the effect of In¬ 
creasing the rate* provided for In the 
main portion of the paragraph.

Hides Remain On Free List. 


A lively discussion then was precipi¬ 
tated over an amendment by Mr Scott, 
of Kansas, fixing a duty of 10 per cent, 
ad valorem on raw hides, which was 
finally lost on division, 108 to 180. 

Among those supporting the Scott 
amendment was Mr Burleson, a Demo¬ 
crat. of Texas, who shM that evidently 
the amendment suggested the only way 
to get cheaper boots and shoes. R©«s 
fernng to Mr Clark, of Florida, but 
without mentioning his name, he declared 
that the position such os he had taken 
meant ’’that If you take care of my dis¬ 
trict you may pilfer, you may rob. you 
may plunder the American people and I 
will stand by nnd not raise my voice 
against It” 

An amendment to the Scott amendment 
by Mr Underwood, of Alabama, Includ¬ 
ing skins weighing more than one pound 
on the dutiable list, was defeated. 85 to 
133. 

Discussing the 8cott amendment Mr 
Hill, of Connecticut, declared that the 
proposed duty on hides was simply ”a 
surrender to a Chicago monopoly ” 

"Rank nonsense.** shouted Mr Mann, 
of Illinois, all the way across the cham¬ 
ber. ”1 am for free hide* myself,” he 
said, "but that Is rank nonsense ” 

After the Scott amendment was lost an 
unsuccessful attempt wan made by Mr 
dark, of Missouri, to put leather and all 
products of leather on the free list, the 
chair deciding that the special rule did 
not apply to that section Through pro¬ 
posed amendments Mr. Miller, of Kansas, 
sought to have the barley schedule 
changed from 15 cents to 35 cents a 
bushel, and Mr Alexander, of New York, 
offered a substitute fixing that duty at 10 
per cent, ad valorem 4 . 

These amendments relating to the bar¬ 
ley schedule were still under discussion 
when the btn was laid aside and the 
House adjourned. 


PAYNE MAKES STATEMENT. 

Defending Tariff On Women’s Gloves 
and Hosiery. 

Washington. April 8.—Accusing the large 
department stores of having instigated the 
opposition of many women and '•hysteri¬ 
cal men'* against the Increased duties pro¬ 
vided by the Payne tariff btlDon women’s 
gloves and hosiery. Representatives 8e- 
reno E. Payne, chairman of the House 
Ways and Mean* Committee, to-day. In a 
statement, which will be printed In the 
Congressional Record, asserted that the 
Importers, who oppose the duties were in¬ 
terested In firms abroad, which make 
gloves and hosiery. He presented various 
arguments In an effort to Justify the in¬ 
creased rates from the Republican stand¬ 
point of protection, contending that th* 
difference in cost of labor In tho United 
State* and abroad was not covered by ths 
duties levied by the Dinglry taw. 

staying that the new tariff increases the 
duty from 1 2-3 cents u pair to 2 1-2 cents 
a pair. Mr. Payns declared that there was 
no truth tn the assertion that the price 
of hosiery to the consumer would be In¬ 
creased 28 cent? a pair. Ho ridiculed the 
suggestion that the Increased duties will 
re*dll In the formation of n ’‘hosiery 
trust.” a claim which he said had been 
advanced by the Importers.

Maintain Foreign Plants. 


Mr. Payne quoted from a statement, the 
name of the author of w*htch he did not 
give. In which, it was assorted that Mar¬ 
shall Field A Company, of Chicago; 
Brown, Durnell A Company, of Boston; 
Lord A Taylor, of New York; Henry 
Schlff A Company, of New York; Ar¬ 
nold. Constable A Company, of New 
York; Rubens A Meyer, of New York. 
Carson. Plrlc. Hcott A Company, of 
Chicago; F Victor Achells, of New York, 
and other American concerns maintain 
large establishments In Chemnlta. Ger¬ 
many. with n full force of help organised 
to buy and obtain foreign hosiery at the 
least possible cost. 

”By the employment of a larger organi¬ 
sation and maintaining much capital and 
credit in Germany, they are thus able to 
obtain foreign hosiery' at prices consid¬ 
erably lower than It is possible for a 
concern of less magnitude and capital to 
obtain them.” continues this statement. 
The possibility of borrowing money more 
cheaply abroad, and the encouragement 
given by the German Government to ex¬ 
portation of merchandise are also citm 
as art advantage under which these con¬ 
cerns work. 

• • • 

Many Petitions Received. 

Mr. Payne asserted that scores of pe¬ 
titions have been received by the commit¬ 
tee asklnr that the Increased duties might 
be retained in order that the working peo¬ 
ple of the country may make the stock¬ 
ings used in the United States. Mr. Payne 
argued that the Increased duties on wom¬ 
en’s gloves were made Justifiable for the 
purposes of protection and revenue, flo 
cited the conditions resulting from the 
protection afforded the manufacturers of 
men’s gloves bv the Dlngley bill. 

’Prior to 15>I. they were making 5 
10 per cent of the men’s gloves,” he 
said, “but they said that tho duty wn* 
so low that they Were being driven out 
of buslnt>*s. und statistic* seemed to 
back up their assertions, Tn-dny they 
demonstrate to us that they are making 
over 90 per cent, ef the men's gloves 
worn In this country, huvlnu amply re¬ 
deemed their promise, and that the cost 
to the consumer I* much le«s than It 
prior to IWtf. They came beforo the com¬ 
mittee early In the hearing and proved to 
us that It cost no more and required no 
more skill to make a woman * glove than 
a man's, and claimed that If the name 
rate of duty w-us given them. In time, 
they would make the same percentage of 
women’s gloves, and that this Industry 
would employ at least people.” 

COMMITTEE FIXING RATES. 

Senators Proceed An If House Was 
Not In Existence. 

Washington. April 8.—The fixing uf rate* 
for tho new tariff bill was begun to-day 
I hy the Senate Committee on Finance. 

Night serMon* will be held by the c >m- 
| mlttve. beginning to-day It w&* agreed 
that no person should be heard by iht 


committee from now on except that Um 
Ited time may be given to some Senators 
during the forenoon sessions. 

Senators Elkins and Scott, of West Vir¬ 
ginia. brought several of their constitu¬ 
ents who desire to Imv® the reciprocity 
clause of tho Payne hill stricken out be¬ 
cause of its effect upon the market for 
their coni, which goes to the seaboard 
and to »oine extent into the New England 
market. 

Reprt-Kontntlve Mandril, of Wyoming, 
urged that the reciprocity provision be 
ahandoned. having been inserted for the 
coal producers In Western Pennsylvania 
and Eastern Ohio, who, Mr Mandril *ald, 
control 41 per Cent, of the market for coal 
in Ontario. 

Senator Fletcher, of Florida, favored 
protection for long staple cotton, lumber 
and other Florida product*. 

John Norris. Herman UJdder and I>on 
Sell*, of New York, representing an as¬ 
sociation of newspaper publishers, which 
favor* free wood pufp for paper manufac¬ 
ture. had a talk with Nelson B. Aldrich, 
chairman of the Senate Finance Commu¬ 
te*. to-day. and will see him again to¬ 
morrow It is not expected that this dele¬ 
gation will seek •» nearing, but will lie 
content with the opportunity to present 
their Mews to individual members of the 
committee. 

A delegation representing sugar produc- 
ers sought a hearing to-day to protest 
against the Philippine Hection of the 
I'ayno bill, on the ground that It will 
furnish an opportunity for Importers to 
ship sugar into the islands and reship It 
to the United States Members of the 
committee hold that there Is no dnngei 
that this will be done under the provisions 
of the bill. 

Three sessions were held by the com¬ 
mittee to-day. including a long *e**ion to¬ 
night. Ths schedule* relating to chemi¬ 
cals. oils and pulnt* were taken up and 
rebate* inserted tn the bill. It Is said that 
little change was made from tho figures In 
the Payne bill. 

At the night meeting rates on cements, 
potteries and glassware wore under dis¬ 
cussion. 


PERMANENT TARIFF BOARD 


Sure To Come, Says Mile*, A* Aldrich 
Favor* It. 

Washington. April 8.—That the tariff 
bill in Us final form will provide for n 
permanent tariff board wan confidently 
predicted to-day by H. E. Miles, chair¬ 
man of the executive committee of the 
committee of 100 appointed at th© re¬ 
cent Indianapolis tariff convention to 
foster such u scheme. 

Mr. Mile? announced that Senator Al¬ 
drich, chairman of the Finance Commit¬ 
tee. has Informed him that he favor* 
such an arrangement, and said that Mr. 
Aldrich may be expected to distinguish 
ldm*-lf by working out the problem. 
Senator Hoot, according to Mr. Miles, ha* 
also declared himself In favor of the tar¬ 
iff board, being of the opinion that it 
“would he of immeasurable value to the 
Executive In th© wise extension of our 
foreign markets and to auch os myself in 
detonninlng the merit* of tariff questions 
coining before us constantly.” 

Among others whom Mr. Miles men¬ 
tioned os having Informed him that they 
were In favor of the scheme were Rep¬ 
resentative McCall, of tha House Ways 
and Means Committee, who waa quoted 
a* saying that, in hts opinion, ’’the pres¬ 
ent bill mokes something of this kind 
necessary.” 

”Tho mistakes in the present bill/ 
said Mr. Miles, “some of great conse¬ 
quence, some small, and one whole sched¬ 
ule known to be radically wrong with the 
chance to inoJco it right In the House 
at this session not likely, the general 
need of world-mnrkets are making the 
ne©d of this tariff board clear to every¬ 
one. 

”lt will be the aim to have on the 
board men of wide experience and Judg¬ 
ment, who will be competent as advl&et* 
of the Executive In all tariff mutter*, 
domestic and foreign, costa and condition*, 
of production included, and to bs of par¬ 
ticular assistance (o til* President In ne¬ 
gotiating with foreign nations under the 
maximum and minimum provision.” 


Merchants Not Satisfied. 

New York, April 8—The executive oom- 
mttteo of the hoard of directors of tho 
Merchants' Association of New York ut 
a meeting to-day iinanlmMUSiy adopted a 
resolution concerning tho minimum and 
maximum proviso.-n In tho Payne tariff 
bill. 

It recites that In the bill now pending 
tho maximum and minimum provision a* 
reported to tho House by tho Ways and 
Means Committee, fails to afford a suf¬ 
ficient basis fer tho negotiation of satis¬ 
factory ctmnrarclol arrangements with 
foreign nations and asks that the pro¬ 
vision In this respect b© made of such a 
nature a* will ccnfor upon th© executive 
power and discretion to negotiants trade 
agreements with l\<*Hgn counrtrioa upon 
the bent possible terms.

EXPLAINS 


WHY HIS BOOKS ARE NOT JUST 
“UP-TO-DATE.” 


Former Custodian of Supplies Wa* 
Busy Looking After Distributions 
—Letter To Board. 


Thomas J. Tierney, former custodian of 
supplies of the Louisville School Board, 
will write a letter to the board explain¬ 
ing his hooks and answering the charges 
of Incompetency brought against him at 
Monday's meeting by tho new business 
director, Ham Jones. Mr. Tierney admit¬ 
ted last night that his books were not 
up to date, but eaid that It was Impossi¬ 
ble to have them tn that condition at this 
tlm© of the year. 

•'All the supplies, said Mr Tierney, 
“are sent out the first few months of 
each school year. It keeps the men busy 
seeing that they are properly distributed. 
There Is little or no time to keep tho 
hooks up to the minute. All that can 
be dona Is to make entries in the day 
book and save the receipts. As the books 
are not called for until the end of the 
fiscal year. July 1, 1 would have had three 
month* to get them In the best of shape. 
If 1 hail not left the board Just at 
the close of the busy season. That is 
practically all the custodian had to do 
during the months of May and June, as 
thi'rc w**re DO supplies to be delivered 
during those months. 

”As a matter of fact. Instead of my 
book* being behind for the time of the 
year they are In remarkably good condi¬ 
tion. I worke<Fextra time on them, a* 1 
knew i was going to quit and wished to 
leave them in the best possible shape. 
I have no reason to know why Mr. Jour* 
accused me as he did. I shall ask for 
a business investigation In my letter. 1 
might add that I wa* not compelled to 
keep any book* at all. as the book* for 
the supply department should have been 
khpt only by the secretary. I Just started 
another set to occupy my time when there 
Were no supplies tn send out or look 
after.”

For Judge Booe. 


WITH TIME OFF HE WILL ONLY 
SERVE TEN. 


HIS ATTORNEYS REACH AGREE¬ 
MENT WITH STATE. 


COMBS ADVOCATES HARMONY. 


Frankfort. Ky . April [Special. 1 — 

Judge Clmrlra E Boor, formerly claim 
clerk In the Auditor’s office, who stole 
140,000 from the State, wu* given »ight 
more yearn tn the penitentiary this tnorn- 
tng on two more Indictment* True 
make* thirteen years in all for him, but 
with Ms good time off he will only have 
to nerve ten year* 

Judg*> Booe was brought to the S° urt ‘ 
room tide morning by Guard Lewi* 
Thompson and as soon a* motion h°br 
was over Judge Remit had the petit Jury 
rnoBiiekd and called the cases against 
Judge Booe. Hi* attorney* waived a for¬ 
mal arraignment and pleaded guilty to In¬ 
dictment No. 1848. charging hlui with 
uttering a forgery. Commonwealths At¬ 
torney Franklin read tha indictment to 
the Jury and explained that when the 
first trial was hod in January and.Booe 
wa* given five years, the Blale °^flala 
tod agreed that fifteen year* would be 
sufficient punishment for him. Later, no 
raid, after conferring with them 
they thought thirteen years would be 
enough time tor him to serve ami It was 
agreed between them *nd the Common¬ 
wealth that bo be given four year* each 
on two Indictments, one changing him 
with uttering a forgery and the other 
charging him with feloniously and unlaw¬ 
fully making fttlse and fraudulent state- 
mem* and exhibit* He concluded by 
asking the Jury to C»v* Booe four years 
In each case. 

• • • 

Jury Returns Two Verdicts. 

The Jury retired after being instruct¬ 
ed by Judge Stout that they might find a 
verdict from two to ten yearn, and they 
remained out nearly an hour, much to 
tlie *urprW of ail. Finally they re¬ 
turned a verdict of tliree year*. Then 
tho sorond Indictment wa* read, formal 
arraignment waived and a plea of guilty 
entered. Mr Franklin then asked the 
Jury to give him five vears on this one 
so os to make up the full thirteen years 
agreed upon. He asked the Jury to do 
this In orler to end rho matter, as all 
tho other indictments would be dismissed 
If he waa given the thirteen yearn In olL 
He tokl the Jury’ that counting his good 
time off. Judge Boor woukl only Jave to 
serve ten years In all If given the thlr- 
te-u>-year sentence. Th© Jury was out 
only a few minutiae the second time and 
returned a verdict giving him five yc*** 
mono. The attorneys for Judxe Booe 
asked that he be sentenced at a later day 
In tho term a# they wished to confer with 
him before he wa* finally sentenced, and 
Judge Stout granted the request. The 
order dfernMng th© other thirty-odd In¬ 
dictments will likely be entered on the 
day lie la finally sentenced.

He said he ex¬ 
pected to name the committee within the 
next ten days and said further: 

'T want to have the committee represent 
all factions and everybody interested so 
that we con all get together and have a 
harmonious committee. It is ray purpose 
to give everybody a chance and to have 
the so-called factions represented so that 
we can get together and win at the next 
election. * 

Senator Combs said It would be the pur¬ 
pose of the committee, within a short time 
after It Is appointed, to meet and select 
a location for the permanent headquar¬ 
ters In the meantime Senator Combe Is 
outlining hie plans for the campaign and 
for the organisation of the State and is 
getting thing* ready so that the commit¬ 
tee can take hold as soon aa It Is organ¬ 
ised.

muslin, which is done by the water car¬ 
riers m filling the pitchers. On the other 
hand the thirsty agricultural laborer is 
more exposed to the danger, especially 
When he drinks In the evening or during 
the night.

In the larynx and 
oesophagus. but Mr. Masterman t* con¬ 
vinced they are killed as soon as they 
reach l he stomach.

The presence of the leeches is indicated 
by slight but persistent hemorrhages in 
the mouth and nose, their Intensity vary, 
lr.g naturally w'tth the number of the 
puroalte*. and In certain eases they may 
bring about serious anaemia ond even

Port of Spain. Trinidad. April At 
the urgent request of tits State Depart¬ 
ment at Washington, communicated to 
the London Foreign office, the British 
Government has decided not to permit 
Cyprlano Castro, funner President of 
\ enezuela. to land at Trinidad. 


Cyprtana Castro Is returned to ths West 
indies from Europe with the avowed pur¬ 
pose of recovering the presidency of 
Venezuela. He left France March 28 on 
board the steamer Guadeloupe. Where 
he purpose* to Und In the West Indies 
U not definitely known 

His original Intention was to leave the 
steamer at L«a Ouayra. the !\>vt of Cara¬ 
cas. hut the Venezuelan Government at 
first refused Its permission. Subsequently 
this refusal was withdrawn, and it was 
intimated that Castro could land on Ven¬ 
ezuelan soil, but at hla own peril. 

It was then said that Castro would 
leave the Guadclope at Trinidad to Await 
developments and watch hla opportunity 
from that port It was aJso said that ho 
might continue on to Colon for the same 
purpose. The Guadeloupe l* due at Trini¬ 
dad April 10 and at Colon April 15. 

The latest advice from Caracas inti¬ 
mated that Juan Vincente- Gomez, th© 
President of Venezuela, contemplated re¬ 
signing lu favor of on© of th© Vice Presi¬ 
dents of the republic. 

AT FORT DE FRANCE, 

It Is Said Castro Now Has Decided 
To Disembark. 

Parts. April 8 —A dispatch to th© Jour¬ 
nal from Basse-Terre. Guadeloupe, says 
that Gen Castro, learning that h« will r.ot 
be allowed to land at Trinidad, has de¬ 
cided to leave the ship st Fort De France, 
Martinique. 

The French steamship line has not yet 
been *>ffk »olly advised of Great Britain s 
decision not to allow Castro to land at 
Port of Spain. Trinidad. Feuding recw.pt 
of such Information th© line will nht for¬ 
mulate any Instructions to the commander 
of the Guadeloupe, on board of which th© 
former Vmezurlun Prraident and uls 
party are passengers. Senor Castro’s 
tickets read that his destination Is Trini¬ 
dad. but hr is free to disembark either at 
Ponte-A-Pit re. Basse-Terre or La 
Guayra. or he may continue on to Colon. 

Tne news that he would not be al¬ 
lowed to Und at Trinidad threw Castro 
Into a violent rage. Prior to leaving

He showed particular annoyance at the 
presence of an American cruiser, which 
will escort the Guadeloupe to her final 
destination.

Canada and the Empire. 

•^Canadian public opinion," says a 
Jgriter in th»* i Magoxlr. . the 

Joint mouthpiece of McGill, Toronto 
And Dalhousie, "is turning toward the 
establishing of some form of a dis¬ 
tinctively Canadian naval force. One 
thing 1 shall take for granted. It must 
be a naval force of our own. The pro- 
poeal that we pay a cash contribution 
to the Royul navy—let our defense out 
to contract, hire Englishmen to* do our 
ftnarltlme fighting for us—has been dis¬ 
cussed. and I think that the sense of 
the nation has turned decisively 
against it" 

We learn at the same time that very 
| phortly a committee will visit Englpnd 
to confer with the admiralty on the 
| gnost effectual method of giving to this 
Keeling a concrete form, and that It 
Will be headed by Sir Wilfrid Lnurlor

The reluctance of the Canadian au¬ 
thorities to contribute to the common 
defense, or to do aught but take meas¬ 
ures for Its own security, recalls the 
Conditions which obtained in 1399. 

New Zealand 
and the Capo had raised contingent* to 
fight for the Mother Country In South 
Africa, Sir Wilfrid Laurlor** Govern¬ 
ment yielded to popular clamor and ar 
ranged for a Canadian force, the charge 
of which, by the way. was borne by 
Great Britain. Then, as now, the ques¬ 
tion of autonomy was the dominating 
one, and says the Mall and Empire: 

•Tho Impulses of imperial sentiment In 
Canada which are largely the Impulses 
of manliness, of gratitude to the Mother 
Country, of common Allegiance, and of 
veneration for the old flag- will hav© their 
way now. am they had in 1S39, Against tlx* 
obstruction of a Government out of sym 
pathy with th© relation between the par¬ 
ent State and Its political offspring.’ 1 

Into this purely local controversy we^ 
cannot very , well enter. Back of this 
reluctance Ilea, among other considera¬ 
tions. a well-defined and widely-spread 
conviction that In the matter of inter 
national disputes gravely firming 
pnadlnn Interests, the Mother Country 
\* not been as careful of the claim? 
oi her eldest daughter as she might 
hart been. And In response, though 
the wave of enthusiasm may result In 
an offer of two or more Dreadnaughtv. 
one of which an opposition newspaper 
suggests should be named the Autono¬ 
my. It is more likely to crystallise Into 
a well-thought out scheme of coast de¬ 
fense; into the creation of permanent 
forces distinctively Canadian; into 
perhaps such an extenaion of the Idea 
as would contemplate the patrolling of 
ft 


the West Indies. It Is felt in Canada 
that the present international compli¬ 
cation la trans-Atlantic only, and that 
any war in which Great Britain might 
become Involved would at once result 
In such an Interruption of the trad© in 
food-stuffs. such a besetting of th© 
coast line by cruisers or converted mer¬ 
chant vessels, as might well be ruinous 
to both Groat Britain and Canada, and 
would at best bo embarrassing. 

No country In the world possesses so 
splendid a nucleus for a naval militia 
as does Canada. It Is rich In seamen, 
fishermen and men who may be roughly 
classified as good boat-sailors. On the 
Atlantic coast alone It Is conservative¬ 
ly estimated that these classes could 
readily muster 30.000 men. The trouble 
would b© In finding the necessary of¬ 
ficers. The personnel would be of the 
highest efficiency taken as rough ma¬ 
terial, but It would requlro handling by 
that highly-specialised expert, the 
the product of the modern naval school, 
and, therefore, recognizing that a naval 
officer Is the result of long and careful 
training, it Is suggested that th© Can¬ 
adian contingent be educated In the 
Royal navy, that they be entered at 
Osborne and that their service bo an 
alternating one. 

Enough has been said to indlcato that 
In this matter Canada propose*© to turn 
the scare to practical account. She Is 
In haste to begin, but will then go for¬ 
ward with deliberation, recalling that 
an authority has declared that "an 
army takes twenty years to create, and 
a navy half a century." 

There was a time when such sugges¬ 
tions as these would have caused at 
least a momentary tremor on this side 
of th© Great Lakes, but that day Is 
past, and so far as the United States Is 
concerned Ctuiadian armaments will 
cause no more concern than Mexican.

A Short Cut Across Florida. 

To the utitraveled mind the Southern 
Coast of Florida, extending on the Ea.«t 
Atlantic from Palm Beach and Miami 
to Key West and on the Gulf Coast 
from Tampa down by Charlotte 'Har¬ 
bor and Boca Grande, including tho 
Lake Okeechobee and Cak*o.<ihatohle 
River regions, to the Dry Tortuga*, 
seems a long wayg off. 

It la Just outside the ^oor of our 
back yard. Presently the Gu’f of Mex¬ 
ico, made % world’s thoroughfare by the 
completion of the Panama Canal, will 
be the Mediterranean Sea of th© West¬ 
ern Hemisphere. Then the back ya:d 
will beopme the front yard, chujiglftg 
the whole marine geography of tne 
Continent, transferring the scepter of 
commercial power from the North to 
the South, und making a shipping high¬ 
way and vestibule of continental enter¬ 
prises of what has hitherto been but a 
tropic waste. Th© poor do not know 
how rich they are th>til they go down 
Into their socks. 

We reproduce this morning some per¬ 
tinent and pregnant matter on the sub¬ 
ject from the New Orleans Time**-Dem¬ 
ocrat. Mr. Pago M. Baker, the able 
Editor of that great Journal, is a Gulf- 
coast man. having imagination as well 
as Information. His father was one of 
the rarly navigators of the Gulf of 
Mexico. Ftom his boyhood he ha* 
known Its waters. His editorial is 
therefore both enlightening and, inspir¬ 
it g. He writes with the dearness of 
the man Informed and the force of the 
man concerned. The text for what he 
says so admirably was furnished by nn 
interview had by a reporter of the 
Times Democrat with the Editor of the 
Cou Her-Jou t nal. 

Well may New Orleans take an in¬ 
terest In the proposed short cut across 
Florida through tho Caloosuhatchie 
Rlvt?r and Lake Okeechobee, to Jupiter 
Inlet and the Atlantic seaboard, for 
it mean* to all the ports of Louisiana 
and Texas, to Houston and Galveston 
and Corpus Chrisrtl, no less than New 
Orleans, nearly a thousand miles off 
their sailing route to th© cities of the 
East and the North Atlantic, that Is, 
New York. Philadelphia and Boston, 
saving the tortuous and dangerous nav¬ 
igation around the Keys.and shallows 
of th© Bay of Florida. 

Th© latest emergency bill before the 
National House at Washington car¬ 
ried an appropriation for S9.336.750. 
The bill provided for a Federal wa¬ 
terways commission, consisting of five 
Senators and seven members of the 
House of Representatives, to Investi¬ 
gate and recommend to Congress legis¬ 
lation Vor waterways Improvements. 
Fifty thousand dollars wer© provided 
for the expense of the commission, 
vrfilch was empowered to employ ex 
pert* to Investigate waterways In this 
country and In Europe. Six hundred 
thousand dollars were appropriated for 
examinations and surveys, contingen¬ 
cies and Incidental repairs for rivers 
and harbors for which there Is no 
special appropriation. Though water¬ 
way Improvements arc of vital Impor¬ 
tance to the country In general, and 
Florida In particular, the Florida del¬ 
egation In Congress has never been 
quit© as alert ns It might be. If Flor 
Ida hnd b©en In New England. It would 
hnve been finished long ngo. 

Tho trouble hitherto has been, or one 
of the troubles, that every creek and 
cove between Pensacola und Key West 
has fancied Itself a harbor and every 
fishing village a metropolis. There is a 
good deal of human nature to the 
square mile In Florida. Lee County. In 
Bpnrkman'a District, has relatively a 
small vote. Hence the Caloosahn.tr hie 
region has ha£ little attention and no 
real help. Senator Talltaferro lives in 
Jacksonville, which Is the headquarters 
of the procession that makes a Yankee 
Riviera of the East Coast. Yet. when 
uU is said and nothing done, a canal 
across the shoulder of tho Peninsula, 
connecting th© Gulf of Mexloo with the 
Atlantic Ocean, by way of the Caloosa- 
hau-hle River and Lake Okeechobee, 
next a/ter the Panama Canal Itself, 
would be of stupendous advantage to 
the whole Southern country westward 


Practical Business Methods Needed. 

One of the first bits of news that 
came out of the Cabinet chamber dur¬ 
ing the early days of the Taft Admin¬ 
istration rnn somewhat like .this. 

"Economy In the administrative depart¬ 
ment© of the Government la to be Insisted 
upon by President Taft and the members 
of his Cabinet. At the first Cabinet meet¬ 
ing otter Mr. Taft’s inauguration th© 
question ww fully discuss'd and on 
agreement reached that the member© of 
the Cabinet were to conslltut© inemaelvu* 
a budget committee, which, through a sub¬ 
committee, should carefully scrutinize 
each item of the estimates of appropri¬ 
ations submitted to Congress by the sev 
eral bureau chief* and other administra¬ 
tive officers, with a view to eliminating 
©very item not necessary to the efficient 
wurkli g of tho Government machinery." 

Long ago th© Courier-Journal insist¬ 
ed upon a better system in the Wash¬ 
ington offices; a better system of econ¬ 
omizing, of accounting, of handling the 
people’s money; of simply keeping 
book*. It is becauso th© old way— 
which is largely the present way—Is 
filled with loopholes that th© Taft Ad¬ 
ministration thus early begins to look 
Into It with a thought of reformation. 
If tho Administration win do th© right 
thing It will do more thun merclj^re- 
form; it will uproot absolutely and re- 
construct completely. There are so 
many avonues of waste In tho existing 
methods a* to be scandalous, so many 
weak point* as to make the prudent 
wonder that the Government has got 
along so well as It has. We have heard 
of deficits; deficits are an old story; 
one of the contributlr.g causes, in addi¬ 
tion to the general extravagance of 
Congress, Is the dilapidated ami even 
reckless manner in which Government 
finances are run. 

In th© Baltimore Sun. which is 
moved to the remarks by (he Taft ion 
indications of reformation* wo find It 
urged that for the complete success of 
the revolution there should be em¬ 
ployed fiiyns of public accountants, ex¬ 
perts who would be the equivalent of 
"consulting engineers" In, say. a largo 
manufacturing plant which wishes to 
install a modern system and operate 
it on economic lines. Such account¬ 
ants and consulters would make an 
examination oN present conditions, in¬ 
stall a modem system of bookkeeping, 
suggest economies and oo-ordinate the 
different departments arid agencies of 
the Government so that all would be 
conducted \yltli a proper purpose, a 
saving of Energy, an avoidance of 
duplicate labor, a well-knit and co¬ 
herent co-opcratlorv 

Mr. F. H. Newell, director of the 
United States Reclamation Service, 
sum* up the defects of the present 
system of accounting as fAllows: First, 
unnecessary expenses; second, uncer¬ 
tainty; third, promoting mild and In¬ 
sidious forms of dishonesty; fourth, 
failure to promote larger economics. 
"All of these evils,** comment* the Sun. 
with decided appoalteness, “could be 
cured by the employment of a firm of 
public accountants who would Intro¬ 
duce a general and harmonious system 
of bookkeeping, suggest economies, 
bring the different departments of the 
Government ami the different bureau* 
of the same department Into relation 
with each other and co-ordinate them. 
In this way the vast business of the 
United States Government could be 
conducted upon the same principle 
that the affairs of the United States 
Steel Corporation or of a big railroad 
company ore conducted; namely, as If 
it was—as In fact It is—one great 
business concern, with one common in¬ 
terest, and not a whole array of sep¬ 
arate establishments, each working in¬ 
dependently of the others, at cross 
purposes with*each other and frequent¬ 
ly In antagonism to tho otlfdrs. Com¬ 
petent public accountant* and consum¬ 
ers, taking a view of the whole field, 
of all th© department*, could avoid 
duplication and va«t losses through 
lack <!f a common purpose and under¬ 
standing." 

Numerous exatifplc* of looseness are 
available. Mr. Newell, quoted above, 
has declared that upward of 5 to 26 
per cent, of the time of high-salaried 
officers In the department which he 
represents, which should lie devoted 
to the particular work In which they 
are employed, has been devoted to the 
explanation of past transaction* which 
have ceased to be of any value or In 
trrest to the Government. The Keep 
Commission, In its report to the Pre*d 
dent In 1907. said: “It has been a 
cans© of serious reproach to the ae 
counting service that disbursing offi¬ 
cers are from time to time found short 
in their accounts with th© Government 
and that the monthly and quarterly 
accounts they have been^ rendering, 
which have been settled by the auditor, 
did not disclose the »hortog«' Such 
shortages have remained undiscovered 
for years ami have been disclosed at 
last only by accident, or perhaps by 
the death of a disbursing officer." 

There l* something radically wrong 
with a system w-herein such things are 
possible. 

The same commission. In a previous 
report, had pointed out that cost 
keeping as a branch of accounting, 
while largely employed In the cotnmer 
elal world, had not been Introduced 
to any opnslderablo extent In the Gov¬ 
ernment service. "The Government 
was and Is." says the Bun, “conduct¬ 
ing enormous Industrial establishments, 
including the largest printing office In 


the world, shipbuilding nnd repairing 
and work In mints and arsenals; all 
this vast work was, and we believe Is, 
going on without any regard to th© 
cost of the work* don© or whether th© 
same work could be done cheaper in 
private establishments. Such reckless 
disregard**—and that is what It Is— 
“of all recognized and established 
business methods is inconceivable, and 
the President, by calling In public ac¬ 
countants, could effect a great reform 
ami economy In this direction." 

There is no more Important quefctlon 
thun this before th© present Admin¬ 
istration, as there la none in which ^ie 
Interests of th© people’s pockotbooK* 
are more concerned. In an interview 
the other day Mr. Edward H. Harri- 
man touched on the matter from the 
strict point of view of the man of busi¬ 
ness economy and profitable adminis¬ 
tration. He Illustrated his argument 
with the phrase "per ton per mile,** 
the unit by which a railroad meas¬ 
ures Its cost of operations and its pos¬ 
sibilities of earning, llo thought th© 
Government should use th© "per ton 
per mile*' standard. Loos© Joints 
should bo brought together; the or¬ 
ganization should be more compact; 
tho same rigid exactions of the gr?at 
corporation should be employed by the 
Government. In short, the Government 
should be conducted as a great or¬ 
ganization in which every penny saved 
Is a penny made; It should be operated 
not only for the benefit of tho public, 
not only with an eye to good service, 
but with &r> eye to paying dividends. 

A Government so well managed as 
to bo able to pay dividend*—yaking 
figuratively—Is, Indeed, & well-conduct¬ 
ed Government. That is the kind of 
Government w© should have In tho 
United States, where business system 
Is supposed to be the magic that make* 
huge fortunes. 


Noting that the North Carolina pro¬ 
hibition law closed the schools of Ra¬ 
leigh for several weeks until money 
could be borrowed on an Increased 
tax levy to run them, tho Richmond 
Times-Dispatch says: 

‘Mobile hud financial troubles with her 
schools wh«u Alabama passed under 
Statewide prohibition. Wilmington had a 
narrow escape rrom discontinuing educa¬ 
tion for a season. City nn{| county tax 
rate* urs being raised ail through North 
Carolina, and w© read that 'many citi¬ 
zens complain bitterly that they ure be¬ 
ing taxed more heavily than they can 
bear.' But, of course, prohibition always 
destroys sources of revenue, and the en¬ 
suing deficits must be recouped somehow. 
Believers In prohibition should pay In in¬ 
creased taxes without complaint, s^ce 
that is the necessary price* of the re¬ 
form to which they have dedicated them- 
si lves. But .rather indignant protests 
must be expected from citizens who find 
themselves levied upon to support a 
theory which they do not approve, but 
which, on the contrary, they blttorly re¬ 
sent as a high-handed Invasion of their 
personal rights." 

And even thoee who vote prohibi¬ 
tion and willingly pay the increased 
taxes mad© necessary must experience 
something very different from satis¬ 
faction as they (vote that the prohi¬ 
bition that they vote for and pay for 
and force upon other people utterly 
falls to do the work It is Intended to do.

The Ago of Canal Building. 
|New Orleans Times Democrat.1 
This Is an age of great engineering 
feats, of lmm©Dtt© canals and railroad 
wonder* nnd enterprises far beyond our 


power*, even our Imagination, In the>>Tompa To gvt there we used to travel 


post. To the spirit of the age nothing 
is impossible. Engineering works have 
bocom© merely a question of money, 
and In the richer nations, and espe¬ 
cially In the United States, the money | 
Is easily found, if It can be shown that 
the enterprise planned will bring a fair 
return on th© Investment. 

While abroad Germany 1ms connect¬ 
ed the Baltic nnd the North sens by a 
ship canal, Italy and Switzerland have 
tunneled the Alp* In half a dozen 
places, and England has made an In¬ 
land city Ilk© Manchester a seaport and 
dammed the Nile, the United States 
has bee^i at work on a dozen stupend¬ 
ous engineering undertaking* The 
Panama cnnnl has naturally attracted 
the most attention, because it concerns 
the country* as a whole, but It is only 
on© of many enterprises recently taken 
up or soon to b© taken up and pushed 
to successful completion. 

Among the State* to he benefited by 
this outburst of energy- and activity l* 
Florida. It has been a favorite field 
for the Investment of capital for some 
year*, nnd Jtas grown and blossomed 
under this shower of gold. No State 
of the South has shown greater prog¬ 
ress In railroad building. In tho erec¬ 
tion of palatial hotels. In the building 
up of winter resorts. Its railroad ac¬ 
tivity is well Illustrated In the ocean 
line now und»>r construction by Mr. 
Flagler, a succession of bridges be¬ 
tween the keys of the Florida coast, 
which connects Key W**st directly with 
the mainland and with the railroad 
system* of the country', and which. 
wh**o completed, will be on<» of the en¬ 
gineering wonders of the world. 

It Is natural that this und similar 
enterprises should call attention to an 
old project of Florida Improvement, 
proposed moro than thirty years ago, 
but then abandoned as too difficult or 
costly—a ship canal across Florida, to 
sav© vessels bound from th© Gulf lo 
the North AtlonUe many hundred miles 
of travel and all the dangers of the 
Florida reefs. 

More than thirty vcaj?* ngo a survey 
wus made for th's trans-Florida ship 
canal under the direction of Gen. Q. A. 
Gilmore, who reported that the canal 
could be constructed and submitted es¬ 
timates of th© cost 6f such a canal. 
But the time was not propitious for the 
suggestion. Wo hnd not yc< gone Into 
the canal construction business to any 
great extent, and th© Florida ship canal 
was Indefinitely postponed. 

But. a* we have saJd, a new spirit of 
energy has arisen, nnd the undertaking 
Is now being approached In a far more 
vigorous and promising manner. Col. 
D. C. Kingman. United States Engineer 
In charge of thSouth Atlantic divi¬ 
sion and Savannah *dlstrict, has been 
ordered to survey a route across Flori¬ 
da for a ship canal. Th© survey Is au¬ 
thorized by tho rivers and harbors bill 
of the last *C¥*lon; and the order comes 
from the chief of engineers at Washing¬ 
ton, creating a special hoard to take 
charge of th© work, consisting of Col. 
Kingman. Capt. F.arl L. Brown, In 
charge of the Wilmington (N. C.) dis¬ 
trict; Capt. Edward M. Adams, of the 
Charleston district, and Capt. Georg© 
K. gt* uldlng, of the Jacksonville (Fla.) 
district. 

This board ha* already held ono 
meeting, and others will be held in the 
course of time and the details of tho 
survey arranged for. It Is evident from 
the manner In which the task Is being 
upprotu bed. from th© desire of the ago 
and the great progress made in the 
matter of canals, that the work of con¬ 
struction v.iII soon follow th© survey. 
W© liave learned so much at Panama 
that the Florida ship canal will be 
found far ©asUr than It seemed to us 
*h©n suggested In 1876. 

The question now Is largely ono of 
route, and Indeed when originally pro¬ 
posed several routes were suggested, 
for Florida can bo crossed at many 
points. In this connection an Inter¬ 
view with Mr. Henry Watterfcon, pub¬ 
lished elsewhere In the Tlmes-D^ino- 
crat, will bo found most Interesting and 
suggestive. Mr. Wgtterson knows the 
west or gulf coast of Florida thorough¬ 
ly. and has spent a port loft of the win¬ 
ter there. He finds the country de¬ 
lightful. a splendid winter retort, with 
an abundance of game and fishing, and 
with every advantage that the east 
coast. Palm Beach, Jupiter’s Inlet. Mi¬ 
ami and other resorts popular In the 
Eust possess, and many other*, tl will 
become In time, he declares, one of the 
great winter resort* for those who find 
In Southern Florida an esoaiM? from 
the blizzards of their Northern winters. 
To achieve this result, however, he 
sees that th© country must be con¬ 
nected with the east coast, so that 
tourists and travelers can pas* be¬ 
tween the two, and he shows how easily 
thi* can be done. 

The Atlantic Coast Line now runs ns 
far south as Fort Myers. Ultimately, 
it will extend south to meet and con- 
nevt with Flagler’s Florida East Coast 
Line, but ffir tho present, stopping as 
It docs at Fort Myers, passengers will 
have to make some other connection;, 
and tie points out how easily this can 
be done. It Is possible now to ascend 
the Ca!oo.*ahatciile river to Luke Oke*- 
chobe. In the center of the Everglade*. 
All that is needed Is to build a lino of 
road of thirty tnllcs from Jupiter, on 
tho east coast, to th© lake, ami thence 
descend by boat to Fort Myers. To 
build a canal big enough for barges 
from Jupiter to the lake would cost 
only 8800,000, while a ship canal—the 
dUtance across Florida Is under 100 
miles—that would cmaMe the largest 
vessels to pas* and thus avoid th© dan¬ 
gers of th© Florida keys, besides saving 
several hundred miles of voyage, could 
be put through for leas than $loi)0.n©O. 

The proposition Is a most inviting 
one. and deserve* the consideration of 
th© commission now' surveying the 
route for u canal across Florida. It will 
not save as mnny miles of thivel as a 
canal further north, but it Is more 
practicable, ns most of the water route 
Is already there, and the excavation 
needed will infinitely less with nn 
equal reduction In the cost of construc¬ 
tion; widle th© character of the country; 
traversed, which Mr Watt arson de- 
*cril>©» a* "the garden spot of Florida." 
more beautiful and attractive than any¬ 
thing he has ever seen In Southern Eu¬ 
rope, l* an item not to he overlooked.

The pompano, as you may know, tfred 
on sand ficus, wo that one has only lo 
throw- out a hand trine to haul In 
two-pound broder, wrap him In a tow»i 
to keep him from kicking the stuffing 
out of one, and hurry him back to th© 
cook. Indeed, the whole region fr>m 
Punta Gorda to Purda Riis*© ar*d from 
Punto RftHsa to NapF* and Marco and 
from Fort Myem up and down th© Ca 
loooAbAtchte river between Lak© <»kce 
chobee and Sanabti Island I* yet the 
greatest hunting and fbhing region In 
th© world." 

"What development* do you refer to, 
Mr. Wa-iteraoo, when you speak of the 
future of the west coast of Florida?" 

In answer Mr. Watteraon said; *‘p»tj* 
inately there will b© a railroad built 
down the west coast to meet Flagler's 
East Const Railway, but the develop¬ 
ment Immediately in prospect i* the 
Joining of the Atlantic Ocean nnd the 
Gulf of Mexico from Jupiter Inlet 
through Lake OkeechntvH* and thence 
bv the Caloos*t hat elite river to the 
Gulf. The distune© Is lea* than 100 
miles across the shoulder of the Flor¬ 
ida peninsula. It Is about thirty mile* 
from Fort Myers to Lake Okeechobee, 
about thirty mile* across and about 
twenty-five miles thenc© to the Atlantic 
Ocean. It Is a marvel to mo that the 
Atlantic Coast Line has not tupped the 
west coast lln© by extending a branch 
or narrow gauge, from Fort Myers to 
Jupiter via Lake Okeechobee. If the 
company wanted to mak© the experi¬ 
ment It could run an electric road from 
Fort Myers to tho lake, across th© lake 
by an electric launch; building another 
electric road tw f enty-ftv© miles further, 
and th© work would b© done. Half of 
the east coast travel and the Y*uban 
tourist travel would return over the 
west coast via the Atlantic Coast Line. 
If I were os rich as Mr. Flagler and 
owned the Atlantic Coast Line I would 
have made this connection five years 
ago.’ 

'•But the cost. Mr. Watterson; what 
about the cost?" 

"It can be effected with a very small 
outlay of money. Thirty years ago u 
Government survey was made, which 
estimated the cost of a barge canal at 
$800,000. I believe that a Fhlp canal 
could h© put through for less than fiO,- 
000 ,000. This would save th© whole of 
the western ports of th© Gulf of Mex 
loo. including New Orleans, nearly 
miles, to say nothing about th© danger¬ 
ous navigation of the Gulf Stream 
through the Bay /of Florida. In their 
through connection with New York and 
th© contiguous cities of the East."

Jacob A. Rils, who will lecture at the 
Woman'a Club on the evening of April 
19 for the Society for I^egst Aid and Pro¬ 
tection. occupies a position unique In that 
fruition lu*s crowned his efforts while he 
yot lives to see results. 

Born at Rlbe, Denmark. In 1S49, he re¬ 
ceived a Latin school education In his 
native city and. on attaining his major¬ 
ity, caine to New York, with which place 
he hoe ever since been Identified, though 
ha has left his impross upon a far 
broader field.

GIVE REASONS WHY IT SHOULD 
NOT BE BUILT. 


TALKATIVE OLD HAN PRESENT¬ 
ED IN POLICE COURT. 


FISHING BY MACHINERY. 


Henry F. Dllger and Joseph H. Warder, 
who, its attorney*, represent a U*rgc num¬ 
ber of property owners, yesterday flt.d s 
remonstrant** with tho Jeffersonville 
Board of Public Works against the build¬ 
ing of a sewer from the river at tho foot 
of Pearl street to North and Locust 
street*. The proposed sewer, if built, will 
b# a trunk excavation to drain u iargu 
area of territory- and will be more tluui 
one mile long. The Board of Public Work* 
on last Friday <lcclart?<d by resolution a 
need for building tlu* sewer, and nt that 
time Mr. DUgcr Hied a remonstrance, gtv. 
ing seven reasons why the work should 
not bo done. One of the claims made w.v- 
that the dr&lnag** would be uphill. No at¬ 
tention was paid to the remonstrance. 

Further steps were then Liken by Air. 
Dllger, who ha* secured the names ol 
more than seventy property owners out of 
157 who will bo liable tor tho costs of the 
work. Under u recent law, which has an 
emergency clause, property owners may 
remonstrate against the building ol 
streets or sewers within five days utter u 
resolution declaring the n»*>d tot the work 
hap been adopted. This law r^julre* that 
at least 40 per cent, of the property own¬ 
ers who will be sffet?tcd must sign the 
remonstrance. After this Is don© the 
Board of Public Works Is required to eith¬ 
er rescind the order or certify the action 
to the Circuit Court. If Use latter step U 
taken Judge Montgomery will fix a uate 
for a hearing within thu next twenty 
days. 

Four reasons ar© given why the sewer 
should not be built. The first Is that it is 
not required by public needs. The second 
l* that the estimated ci»st is excessive, 
considering the character and value of 
the r»*sl ©state to be nsscased for th* Im¬ 
provement. In th© third objection, it 1 * 
claimed thut , the costs will exceed the 
benefits to the real estate to be asa»*#srd. 
The fourth ts that th* Board of Ihibllc 
Works hue no authority to ord«*r ths Im¬ 
provement. Many of those who signed the 
remonstrant s are large property owners 
In Jeffersonville, while some huve only 
“ ‘ noincs.

Fighting Facilities. 


MAY NOT COMPLETE WORK FOR 
SOME TIME. 


PREPARING REPORT FOR BOARD 
OF NATIONAL UNDERWRITER#. 


SOME VALUABLE STATISTICS. 


The work of Inspecting the tire fighting 
facilities of Louisville and looking Into the 
possibilities of excessive waste through 
conflagrations originating from carelesa 
neglect In tne matter of guarding against 
calamities, by a board of experts repre¬ 
senting the National Board of Flro Under¬ 
writers which established temporary head¬ 
quarters here about a week ago. continues 
without Interruption. The men who are 
pursuing the Investigation are making 
great headway, but It is uncertain as yet 
Just how much more Mroe they will have 
to devote to the. work in Louisville be¬ 
fore they will have a report ready for th* 
organisation tney represent. R. W. Bo¬ 
gart and W. B. Goantner. hydraulic engi¬ 
neers. are at work compiling figures on 
the city'* water supply, while F. A. Ray¬ 
mond and F. F. 'Waither are making ob¬ 
servation* of streets, buildings In the con¬ 
gested districts, and the facilities at the 
disposal of the fire department. 

At the offices maintained by the board 
on tiie third floor of the Atherton build¬ 
ing It was Stated yesterday that a full 
and complete report on the observations 
that are Wing mad* will not be given out 
here when the work Is finished. It was 
explained that ttie committee will submit 
this report to the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters before they depart for the 
next city In their Itinerary, and the or¬ 
ganisation will in turn send copies to the 
city government. Insurance underwriters 
and tne local press. Local authorities arc 
patient)? waiting for this report taeaus© 
they aro anxious to know Just what 

f »rogress Louisville ha© made since the 
napeetton board was here several vears 
ago and decided against a certain district 
of the city.

Importance of Work. 


committee of the National Board 5n ir. 
Underwriters at the Joint conservation 
congress held In Washington at the In¬ 
stance of President Roosevelt tn Decem¬ 
ber. 1908. a fair Idea of the importance 
of the work that Is being done by the 
hoard here now can be gained. A copy 0 f 
this paper was furnished by n member of 
the board \©*t©rday. It says In part: 

"The annual fire ©vast© In the United 
States for the last four year© wra© fl,<£7.- 
716.965, or an average annual lass of over 
IXl.riXMM). This 1* a dally average loss 
of $6SD.!*m. It is true tills period Includes 
the San Francisco and Baltimore ftros. 
Extending the period to ten years, 
the loss was $2,029,734,140 This 
waste is an absolutr Ion© to the wealth 
of the country. The property value de¬ 
stroyed by fire Is uone beyond recovery. 
Insurance only shirts the distribution of 
the loss. An Irrevocable loss it still re¬ 
mains." 

Tho raper goes on to say that if this 
enormous loss and drain were unavoida¬ 
ble the committee representing the na¬ 
tional board would hav© no mission or 
function to perform, hut the stand is 
taken that the larger portion of this loss 
of property Is preventable. The Irrefuta¬ 
ble evidence of this. the committee 
•lalmf. Is th© extraordinary difference In 
the Are waste of European countries and 
the United States 

Comparing the losse© In European coun¬ 
tries with those suffered annually In the 
United States. thejnap* r hns this to say 

"From report© or United States Con¬ 
suls It hn# been shown by our commit- 
I t statistics that th© loss tn sl\ 

ropean countries for a period of five 
years was 33 cents per raplta. The loss 
In the United States for the 0v# years 
ending with 1907 was $3.02 per capita, 
nearly ten times ns much. 

"The result In thirty foreign cities gnv© 
a per capita loss of 61 cents, us against 
$3 10 in the five y-ars* average of 252 
cities In the United States. 

• « • 

Comparisons Drawn. 

"Taking the number of fires to each 1.- 
000 population In the same cities, our 
committee on statistics found it to ta 
$4.05 In the American cities, as agalnat 
16 cents for those of Europe, showing 
also that, in point of frequency, fires here 
nr© also in excess at thf»* abroad. 

"It ts to be borne In mind thut the di¬ 
rect Are loss Is not the only waste of re¬ 
sources—owing to the greater frequency 
of fires in the United Slate# and greater 
destructiveness, more expensive lire ex¬ 
tinguishing facilities and apparatus must 
be maintained here." 

I,n©s of Ilf© through conflagrations and 
holocaust© also are taken Into considera¬ 
tion by the organisation. It Is ©old that 
a© many a© 7.WX» live© have been snuffed 
out in one year In thl© country. 

According to th* judgment of th# rep¬ 
resentative© of the national organisation, 
th© excessive difference tatwwn the Hr© 
waste of European countries and that of 
the United States Is attributed to the 
Hire© following cause©: 

Th© difference in the construction of 
building© 

The difference In the point of view* and 
the responsibility of In© Inhabitants of 
teh© United Slat#© and Europe. 

The difference In the regulation govern¬ 
ing bayard* and haxardnu* materials an l 
conditions, and In the enforerment of auoh 
regulations. 

(V.w'usstng the first mentioned cause of 
difference, it Is remarked that In a portion 
of Europe a landlord ts responsible to hls. 
tenants nnd neigh hot© for any Are loss I 
due to hls negligence, and tenants sre 
resnonslbl* to be landluro and their 


neighbors for any lo#© due to their n. u-a, 
gence. It is pointed out that in this cou« 
l f>' H "hole city might be de©iroycd Inf* 
the unmitigated carelessness of some p©r« 
*on, nnd there would not be the ©lightest 
nenulty Incurred. It Is further said that 
tn Europe wastefulness 1# generally look- 
ed upon as ln«!©f©n#lbl©. and a person who 
hn© a Arc- Is regarded In an unfriendly 
light, since he has endangered hls nelgn- 
bor’s property and comfort, while In lb!* 
country everybody Is permitted to endan¬ 
ger hls own and hls neighbor** propertv 
almost at liberty, either by the absence of 
wholesome regulating ordinances or by 
their nonenforcement.

Explains Fire Insurance. 

In the address the committee given a 
somewhat new and logical definition of 
fire Insurance. It aays: 

"Our people appear, to have a vfry 
erroneous Idea of Are insurance and to 
think that Ipsuron©© payment* recreate 
destroyed values, whereas the fact Is that 
Insurance companies are In a sene© tax 
collector© am! distributors of such taxes 
among those suffering loss by Are. There¬ 
fore. th* difference In the ideas of thrift; 
In the view of r©f«r*m*lh!lltle* to neigh¬ 
bors In tho perception of th* real mean¬ 
ing of Are loss or waste, or© the cause r.f 
the larger number of Ares per capita In 
the United States and perhap* of tha 
larger loss per capita."

Louisville was visited by an electrical 
storm Inst evening. The residents of th© 
city, erp.daily in the East End. were ba J- 
ly frightened for a time. Probably tho 
I greatest damage was don© when lightning 
©truck th© plant of the Louisville Cotton 
Mills Compan>. at Goss and Logon ave¬ 
nue* Several bales of cotton, stored In a 
warcroom. were ignited, and for a time 
a .nertous conflagration was threatened. 

The Big lour freight depot, at Preston 
and Main street©, was struck, and a por¬ 
tion of the huge ©ign on the building wag 
torn away. This happen*! shortly after 
7 o'clock, and oil of the employe© had left 
work for the day. John Linden, the night 
watchman, was the only person about tho 
building ut the time, and he stated thal^ 
he thought the entire building wo# doom¬ 
ed to destruction. 

The ©Ign on the Big Four building ts 
about Cfio feet Hi length. A good portion 
of tha sign was torn away, and metal, a 
seething mas© of flames, rolled to the 
ground. Lmden saw that little dam ago 
would resutt and did not turn In an alarm. 

The same conditions, however, did not 
prevail at the plant of the Louisville Cot¬ 
ton Mills Company. Lightning struck 
this plant at 6:2b o clock, and the Are de¬ 
partment was caltod to the scene.

Lightning struck the overhead electric 
wir*** on Market street, near Floyd street,

: unity to order. 

The difference between Evers and the

hat the Cub Infielder has baseball sense.
